for migrating configuration data from a first executable code to a second executable code» the first 
oxooutable code the computer program product comprising: 

computer readable storage medium having computer readable program code embodied in 
said medium, the computer readable program code comprising: 

a Amotion for r e c e iving computer readable program code configured to receive a command 
from an external agent; 

a function responsivo to th e rocciv^g of th e oommond for obtainin g computer readable 
program code configured to obtain, responsive to the received coromand, configuration data 
available to the first executable code which is useful to the second executable code; 

a function for cuTongiH g computer readable program code configured to arrange the data 
according to a format usable by the second executable code; and

a first executable product capable of providing a file containing selected configuration data 
anranged in a format responsive to a command from an external agent : and 

a second executable product responsive to the format, wherein the second executable product
